It  is  the  first  duty  of  the  legislature,  to  give 
the  citizen  protection  in  his  rights  and  property; 
but  the  performance  of  it  must  be  attempted 
with  those  abatements  and  quiilifications  of  pru- 
ilence,  which  will  give  a  more  beneficial  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  object,  than  a  keen,  morose,  and 
peremptory  pursuit  of  it.  Crimes  could  never 
be  wholly  extirpated,  by  severity  inflicted  or 
lienounccd.  Beyond  a  certain  point,  therefore, 
tlierc  may  be  an  increase  of  severity  that  is  use¬ 
less  excess;  gaining  nothing  but  odium  and  ob¬ 
struction  to  the  course  of  justice.  The  true 
aim  of  legal  rigour  must  be,  to  make  a  compro¬ 
mise  w  ith  things  which  it  cannot  subdue,  and 
abate  the  prevalence  of  fraud  and  outrage,  so 
far  as  to  render  life  tolerably  secure.  On  this 
moderated  scheme,  which  agrees  best  with  the 
imperfection  of  the  world,  in  its  means  of  power 
and  its  destiny  of  happiness,  human  law  may 
continue  to  economize  in  the  evils  which  it  is 
compelled  to  employ,  and  abate  something  of 
the  sternness  of  Its  retaliations  and  intlictions. 

No  provisional  wisdom  can  draw  out  apian  of 
statutes,  so  complete  in  the  enumeration  of  the 
lower  wenera  and  species  of  crime,  to  present 
a  definite  idea  of  the  guilt  and  measure  of  pun¬ 
ishment,  that  shall  tally  exactly  with  the  real 
case.  In  every  change  there  is  danger;  and 
none  should  be  admitted,  in  the  absence  of  the 
strongest  credentials,  to  show,  that  not  only  the 
design  is  good,  but  safe,  by  its  agreement  with 
what  we  already  enjoy. 

Wherefore  then  servefh  the  law  w'as  a  ques¬ 
tion  put  by  St.  Paul  to  the  Galatians,  iii.  19; 
and,  adverting  to  this,  Bishop  Griswold  dis¬ 
courses  on  “the  intent  and  use  of  the  law.” 
But  there  is  a  material  difi’erence  between  the 
enactment  of  this  law,  and  the  laws  which  have 
been  the  subject  of  our  preliminary  observations. 
It  is  divine,  and  they  are  human.  The  one  is 
holy,  just,  and  true — the  other,  imperfect;  the 
result  of  finite  and  fallible  counsel.  The  for¬ 
mer,  however,  mainly  engrosses  the  Right  Re- 
\crend  Doctor’s  remarks,  in  this  sermon.  He 
says,  perhaps  no  question  in  theology,  of  equal 
importance,  is  so  little  understood.  “  We  are 
not  justified  or  saved  by  the  works  of  the  law,” 
but  by  the  hearing  of  faith;  and  the  doctrine 
which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  w  e  preach,  is 
Christ  crucified.  ‘‘This  is  the  work  of  God, 
that  ye  believe  on  him  whom  he  has  sent.”

*“  Wherefore  servetli  the  law?  It  was  added,  be¬ 
cause  of  transgressions.*  One  great  design  of  it  is,  to 
operate  upon  the  fears  of  men,  and  by  its  awful  ter¬ 
rors,  to  arrest  the  sinner  in  his  mad  career;  to  intimi¬ 
date  his  soul;  to  restrain  his  wicked  hand  from  vio¬ 
lence,  through  the  dreadful  apprehension  of  a  future 
judgment.  This  is  one  great  and  wise  end  of  the  law, 
every  lawgiver  arnong  men,  and  every  civilized  peo¬ 
ple,  must  be  sensible;  for  this  is  almost  the  only  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  laws;  to  deter  men  from  evil;  to  keep 
them  w’ithin  the  paths  of  equity  and  righteousness; 
and  to  turn  the  hands,  if  not  ‘  the  hearts  of  the  diso 
hedient  to  the  wdsdom  of  the  just.’  And  if  human 
laws,  which  are  so  imperfect,  which  can  but  take  cog¬ 
nizance  of  a  few  outward  acts,  and  which  are  so  easily 
and  often  evaded  by  the  artful  and  wicked;  if  human 
laws,  with  all  their  imperfections,  are  of  great  use  and 
efficacy  in  preventing  wickedness,  and  promoting 
peace  and  good  order  in  society,  much  more  exten¬ 
sive,  powerful,  and  efficacious,  must  be  the  mandates 
of  an  almighty,  heart-searching  God.  His  laws  are 
not  confined  to  the  outward  act,  nor  are  they  depen- 
ileiit  on  human  testimony;  they  reach  the  conscience; 
they  sift  the  soul;  tliey  penetrate  the  secret  windings 
of  Uie  most  deceitful  heart.  By  the  scrutiny  of  the 
divine  law,  the  works  of  darkness  are  dragged  into 
open  day;  the  guilty  soul  has  no  hiding-place  from 
the  divine  presence.  Perhaps  there  is  not  a  soul  so 
abandoned  to  coiTuption;  so  heaven-d.aring  in  trans¬ 
gressions;  as  not  sometimes  to  fear  and  tremble  at  the 
thought  of  God’s  righteous  retribution.  When  the 
minister  of  God  ‘  reasoned  on  righteousness,  tempe¬ 
rance,  and  judgment  to  come,  Felix  trembled.’  And 
a  wicked  Herod  was  constrained  to  do  many  good 
deeds,  by  the  law  of  God,  declared  from  the  lips  of 
his  faithfiU  servant,  John  the  Baptist.

WIIAT  WILL  HE  THE  CONDITION 
THE  CHURCH  IN  1850? 

It  is  conceded  uii  all  hands,  we  believe,  that 
the  Episcopal  Church  is  sadly  destitute  of  min¬ 
isters  to  serve  at  her  altars;  anti  that  with  the 
present  means  t»f  educating  them,  there  is  no 
probability  that  tlie  supply  will  ever  tivertake 
the  tiemand;  but  we  <lo  not  remember  to  have 
seen  the  certainty  and  extent  of  the  deficiencies 
under  which  the  Church  is  now  sufi'ering,  and 
will  continue  to  sufi'er,  brought  to  the  test  (d 
arithmetical  calculation.  A  friend  has  put  into 
our  hands  an  estimate  on  this  most  interesting 
subject,  the  substance  of  which  we  proceed  to 
lay  before  our  readers.

However,  .about  the  year  1750,  some  of  the 
leading  members  of  the  Society  for  propagating 
the  Gospel  entered  upon  the  subject  with  a  zeal 
which  seemed  only  to  have  gained  strength 
from  previous  disappointments. 

'The  plan  wliich,  after  much  deliberation,  was 
at  that  time  digested,  was  designed  to  pay  a 
due  regard  to  the  necessities  of  the  church  on 
the  one  hand,  while  it  shouhl  offer  neither  in¬ 
jury  nor  oft'ence  to  any  portion  of  the  colonists, 
on  the  other.  'This  plan,  we  presume,  will  lose 
nothing  of  its  interest  with  the  reader,  when 
he  is  informed  that  it  is  from  the  pen  of  the 
justly  celebrated  Dr.  Butler,  bishop  of  Durham. ' 
'4t  is  in  these  words. 


A  part  of  these,  we  may  presume,  will  be  or¬ 
dained  before  they  have  completed  their  three 
years’  course  of  theological  study;  but  as  va¬ 
cancies  will  occur  by  death  and  other  causes, 
there  will  probably  be  not  more  than  25  or¬ 
dinations  annually  for  three  years  to  come. 

'There  are  at  present  about  500  clergymen  in 
the  Church,  and  at  least  700  parishes.  'The 
average  number  of  deaths  among  the  clergy  is 
believed  to  be  three  in  one  hundred  yearly;  so 
that  15  of  the  present  race  of  clergymen  will 
probably  be  summoned  each  year  to  give  an  ac¬ 
count  of  their  stewardship. 

If,  therefore,  there  is  an  annual  succession  of 
25  of  the  clerical  body,  by  ordination,  while  it 
loses  15  by  death,  20  years  will  be  required  to 
furnish  a  supply  of  clergymen  for  the  parishes 
now  destitute. 

But  in  the  course  of  20  years,  the  population 
of  the  United  States  will  be  doubled,  and  the 
number  of  Episcopal  parishes  ought  to  be  tlou- 
bled  also;  so  that,  in  1850,  we  should  have  1400 
parishes  instead  of  700.  At  that  time,  however, 
according  to  the  present  ratio  of  increase, 
we  shall  have  but  700  ordained  clergymen;  and 
if  the  growth  of  the  Church  keep  p^ce  with  the 
growth  of  the  country,  there  will  be  700  parish¬ 
es  destitute  of  the  services  of  resident  clergy- 


1.  'That  no  coercive  power  is  desired  over  the 
laity  in  any  case:  but  only  a  power  to  regulate 
the  clergy  who  are  in  episcopal  orders;  and  to 
correct  and  punish  them  according  to  the  law 
of  the  Church  of  England,  in  case  of  misbeha¬ 
viour  or  neglect  of  duty,  with  such  powers  as 
tlie  commissaries  abroad  have  exercised. 

2.  That  nothing  is  desired  for  such  bishops, 
that  may  in  the  least  interfere  with  the  dignity, 
or  autWity,  or  interest  of  the  governor,  or  any 
other  otticer  of  state.

^ye  are  sensible  that  the  above  estimate  must 
be  in  many  respects  inaccurate.  VVe  believe, 
for  instance,  that  the  number  of  clergymen  ac¬ 
tually  engaged  in  parochial  cures  does  not  ex¬ 
ceed  400;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  many  of 
them  have  the  spiritual  oversight  of  two  or  more 
parishes;  nor  is  it  to  be  presumed  that,  with  so 
few  preaching  clergymen,  the  increase  of  pa¬ 
rishes  will  be  at  all  proportionate  to  the  increase 
of  population.  But  the  general  result  is  suflB- 
ciently  near  the  truth  to  show  the  necessity  of 
immediate  and  vigorous  exertions  to  educate  and 
send  forth  labourers.  The  most  important  sub- 


is  the  chief  festival  of  the  year  in  the  Greek 
j  Church;  and  the  gospel  is  chaunted,  with  innu- 
j  merable  prefaces  and  repetitions.

It  is  usual  also  for  the  par¬ 
ties  to  kiss  each  nther;  and  to  present  eggs, 
coloured  red.  In  the  evening,  I  rode  up  to  the 
castle,  vvith  the  general,  George  latrakos,  and 
j  spent  the  night  with  him. 
j  ,Ipril  7.  —  I  visited  (he  ancient  Amycla?, 
now  called  Sklavo  chori.  'The  ride  was  ex- 
ireedingly  delightful,  leading  through  the  vil- 
I  lage  of  Agianni,  and  over  the  plains  of  the 
j  Eurotas.  Pas>ing  under  the  olive-trees,  1  no- 
I  ticed,  as  1  have  fre(|uently  done  before,  how 
easily  the  arcident  which  befel  Absalom  might 
actually  occur.  It  is  necessary  to  be  continu¬ 
ally  on  one’s  guard  against  the  branches  ot 
trees:  and  when  the  hair  is  worn  in  large  locks 
floating  down  the  back,  as  was  the  case  with  a 
young  man  of  the  party,  any  thick  boughs,  in¬ 
terposing  in  the  path,  might  easily  dislodge  a 
rider  from  his  seat,  and  catch  hold  id  his  flow¬ 
ing  hair.  'The  custom  of  wearing  the  hair  ex- 
reeilingly  long,  which  St.  Paul  condemns  as 
effeminate,  in  his  First  Epistle  tu  the  Corinthi¬ 
ans,  (xi.  14,)  is  still  common  in  Greece,  espe¬ 
cially  amongst  the  priesthood.  Absalom  doubt¬ 
less  wore  his  hair  in  this  manner,  (2  Sam.  xiv. 
26;)  and  Homer  celebrates  continually  the 
“  Achseans,  with  the  head  of  flowing  hair.” 

In  the  evening,  I  walked  up  tu  the  metropo¬ 
lis,  to  take  leave  of  the  bishop.  He  pressed 
me  so  strongly  to  spend  the  night  with  him, 
that  I  could  nut  refuse.  My  visit  alTurded  me 
such  an  opportunity  of  making  known  the 
truth  as  I  always  highly  value.  The  bishop 
was  very  inquisitive  on  religious  subjects;  and 
I  was  enabled  to  inform  him  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  points  of  difference  between  our  respective 
churches  with  great  freedom.  The  permission 
which  Protestaut  bishops  and  clergymen  have 
ta  marry,  appeared  extraordinary  to  him  and 
his  attendants:  he  approved  of  it,  however,  and 
spoke  of  an  Eighth  General  Council,  when  the 
same  liberty  would  be  given  to  themselves.  I 
met  with  much  hospitality  and  friendship  at 
Mistra;  and  feel  convinced  that  such  amicable 
intercourse  with  the  Greeks  may,  by  the  divine 
blessing,  be  greatly  serviceable  to  the  cause  of 
truth.  If  the  Greeks  are  not  hindered  by  their 
government,  I  believe  there  will  soon  be  a  wide 
and  effectual  door  open  amongst  them.

If  we  mistake  not,  the  first  thought 
which  this  incident  will  suggest  to  those  who 
supported  that  resolution,  will  be,  how  unlikely 
it  was  that  it  should  ever  be  held  up  for  imita¬ 
tion  before  the  English  public;  and  the  next 
thought  certainly  should  be,  how  truly  unwor¬ 
thy  we  are  of  the  distinction.  'The  fact,  how¬ 
ever,  may  well  teach  us  a  lesson — that  the 
humblest  portion  of  Christ’s  church,  is  as  a  city 
set  upon  a  hill,  and  that,  in  the  capacity  of  its 
officers  and  legislators  as  well  as  private  mem 
bers,  we  should  constantly  supplicate  the  Father 
of  Lights  and  the  God  of  all  wisdom,  that  we 
may  be  enabled  to  see  and  adopt  those  measures 
which  will  best  promote  his  glory  and  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  men. — Gambier  Observer.

What  thanks  does  not  the  writer 
of  the  following  report  owe  to  the  Divine  Head 
of  the  church,  for  the  success,  which,  during 
ten  short  months  has  attended  his  labours, 
divided  as  they  are  between  two  parishes;  and 
what  a  privilege  it  is,  to  hear  that  the  word  of 
God  is  so  mightily  growing  and  increasing  any 
where  amongst  us! 


Trinity  Church,  Fairfield,  and  Grace  Church, 
Sheldon. 


“  The  present  minister  of  these  churches 
took  charge  of  them  last  July.  They  were  then 
in  a  languid  condition,  not  having  had  a  clergy¬ 
man  for  some  months  previous.  His  prospects, 
at  first,  were  discouraging,  but,  by  the  Divine 
blessing  upon  his  labours,  a  great  improvement 
immediately  took  place.  In  Trinity  Church, 
there  have  been  25  baptisms,  3  marriages,  8 
funerals.
